“No action should be 
permitted which could 
prejudice the use of this 
water by future genera- 
tions,” Dr. Curtain said. 

Mr. P. R. Kenley, the 
Mines Department’s as- 
sistant director of 
geological survey, told 
the board on Friday that 
the tipping should stop. 

Materials potentially 
harmful to ground water 
should not be allowed in 
the tip unless it could be 
proved conclusively that 
materials leached from the 
soil would not enter the 
ground water system, 
|. ‘There is considerable 
‘doubt that leachate (ma- 
terial washed from the 
soil) could be preverited 
from reaching the ground 
water,” Mr. Kenley said. 

The ground water could 
be used for a range of pur- 
poses, and so enable con- 
servation of valuable 


surface waters. 
LEGACY 
The practice of dis- 
posi of wastes into 
qusivies and bores had 
left a legacy of ground 
water pollution. The 
degraded ground water 
would ultimately affect 
the streams and Port 
Phillip Bay, he said.

When the Altona Beach Estates Company 
built the golf links and the houses in the Maid- 
stone Street area, there was no road along 
Blythe Street, only sandholes that would bog 
anything on wheels. 

At the old coal mine was a huge heap of 
clay soil and rock that had been taken froni 
the mine, so a track of this was laid from Pier 
Street to Maidstone Street. 


It made a good solid foundation that last- 
ed for years. This materia} from the old dump 
was used on other roadways in later years. 
At first a car, owned and driven by Mr. Royce 
Hook, met the train to take passengers to the 
golf links. 

The houses became occupied, and other 
houses were built by a number of new English 
migrants. (I recall even the migrants referred 
to themselves as Poms and the word held no 
offence). 

They built along Rose Street, and it be- 
came known as Pommyland. 

Mr. Chickandchaff bought himself a weird 
old vehicle, and even in those days it was con- 
sidered funny. It was like the old cabs that 


* were horsedrawn. 


The entrance was at the back, and it would 


*,seat four people along each side. 


The engine could be heard coughing and 


* spluttering long before you saw the bus, but he 


.used to’ hurdle long the old bumpy track like 
‘a trail driver. He created clouds of dust in 
the summer. : 

His best business was done when it rained, 
as no-one liked the long walk in the rain, but 
it was not always a dry trip as the back 
entrance was not covered.
